A C»«» la Which Seine Forewarned and 


Forearmed Didn't Avail. 


SEDAI.IA, Mo., July 16.—The hold-up 
f the Missouri, Kansas & Texas train 
t Adair, I. T., Thursday night has 
roujfht out some interesting facts, 
'or a month past the officials of the 
aclfic Express Co. have been antlclpa- 
.ng an attack from the remnant of the 
otorlous Dalton gang, but exactly at 
'hat point It would be made was all 
urmlse. 
In 
anticipation, however, 


rmed guards have accompanied tho 
messengers on each trip. 


Thursday the officials learned defi- 
itoly that train No. 2 would bo at- 
ackcd at Adair, and preparation a were 
made to (five tho outlaws a warm re- 
eption. Detective John 3. Kinney, 
hlcf of the Missouri, Kansas & Texas 
ecrct service, accompanied by eight 
icked men, was the force selected to 
twart the robbers. Kinney and his 
sslstants took passage in the smoking 
oar of train No. 'i for Adair, where tho 
rain was due at 0:45. 
Three quarters of an hour prior 


a that time, several stranpfc men, 
masked, drove into Adair in a spring 
vagon. They halted in front of the 
cpot and alighted. 
An instant later 


11 entered tho building, and with the 
id of Winchesters presented in the 
ace of the station agent, ransacked the 
tatlon of all its money and valuables, 
laving accomplished this, the robbers 
jut down at tho station and coolly 
waited the arrival of train No. 2. The 
tory of their successful attack on tho 
xpress car attached to this train has 
Iready been told. 
The express ofBcialft here are wholly 
t a loss to explain the poor showing 
mdo by Capt. Kinney and his men. 
'hey were armed thoroughly for tho 
nticipated encounter and the utmost 
isgust is expressed that all the rob*

The Great Scientist Thought to be Dy- 


Inff oi Cholera. 


LosnoN, July 10. —It is thought Prof. 


Pasteur's illness will prove fatal. The 
p*eat scientist is suffering from n dis- 
aso prevalent in Paris, and what the, 
uthoritlcs call cholerine, but which is 
declared by many experts to be genu- 
ne cholera. M. Pasteur is now in 


70th year, having been boru in 


)ole, 
Jura, 
December 
27, 
1822. 


Mthough his fame 
in 
the 
mind 


< tho general public is intimately 
.ssoclated with his brilliant discoveries 
n the application of inocctilation to 
liseases other than smallpox, he has 
or many years been regarded as one of 
he foremost scientists of Europe. The 
oyal society of London in 1850 awarded 


the Rumfbrd medal for his rc- 


earches relative to the polarization of 
Ight and other scientific work. 
Ho 


was decorated 
with the 
Region of 


lonor in 1803 and was promoted to bo 
in officer cf the order in 1869, and cora- 
nander in 1868. In the next year he 
vas chosen ono of the fifty members of 
he Royal society of London. He has 
written numerous works on chemistry. 


In 1874 . the national assembly ac- 


corded to M. Pasteur, as a reward 
chiefly for his investigations in fermen- 
ution, a life annuity of l.BOO francs. 
>f late years he has devoted himself 
principally to tho study of inoculation, 
resulting in his remarkable success in 
dealing with hydrophobia. Patients 
rom all over Europe and America 
placed themtelvea under bin treatment, 
knd the Pasteur institute in France 
was established by popular subscrip- 
tion. The I'astcur institute in New 
York city, at 178 West Tenth street, 
was established later, with Dr. Oibier 
in charge.

The men who were 
escorted up to Dunker Hill and Sulli- 
van mine, one and one-half inilea 
up the gulch through the camp of 
Wardner, were heavily guarded. 


Gen. Carlin issued a proclamation 


calling upon all the 
members of 


,he miners' union to surrender. He 
ater issued another order commanding 
all the strikers to bo arrested wherever 
ound and disarmed and imprisoned. 
le also dipatehed searching squads to 
Pourth of July canyon to hunt for dead 
bodies. He thinks that tho men who 
wero killed were thrown in the river. 


When the arrival of the troops be- 


camo known, the last twenty men of 
;ho Bunker Hill and Sullivan mino 
'oroc, who did not surrender at tho 
time of tho exodus of other men of tho 
mine, had taken to the brush, armed, 
,nd had been in hiding ever since. 
Dhey wer3 pp'Catly exhausted. 
The 


;roops found them fortified in the mine. 
They were relieved by a company of 
soldiers, who permitted them to rest 
and sleep. Tho entire working force 
of the mine will pick up tools at once 
and begin operations in the mine. 


At 4 o'clock the troops began scour- 


ng Warduer, bringing in union men 
and placing them in confinement In the 
fuardhouse at the camp on the ball 
frounds. Fred. E. Bean, secretary of 
he union, was among the first ar- 
rested. President O'Brien was another.

THB SUPBBMB COURT. 


a. Decision at Last in the frank 


Frorer Coal Mining date— 


Truck: Stores. 


The Supreme court of the state has 


refused a hearing in the ease of the Peo- 
ple against Frank Frorer and others, in- 
volving the validity of that remarkable 
product of tbe late legislature, the so- 
oalled anti-track law. The act forbid* 
ell persons engaged in mining or manu- 
facturing to keep a store for furnishing 
supplies to employes, and imposes heavy 
penalties for violation of its provisions. 


Frank Frorer and others were engaged 


in coal mining under tbe name of the 
Pana Goal Company, in Christian county, 
and kept a store to furnish tools, clothing 
and supplies. The action was brought 
against them to recover the amount of 
fine imposed by statute, and the court 
gave judgment against them on each of 
several counts for fifty dollars. The de- 
fendants appealed. 


The opinion of tbe court is written by 


Judge Sohofield, and the act is held to 
be unconstitutional and void. There is 
nothing, says the court, in tbe operation 
of mines or manufactories to render an 
individual less capable of contracting 
than if he were engaged in some other 
branch of industry. The prohibition of 
the statute is not imposed for the purpose 
of rendering mining and manufacturing 
less perilous or lees laborious, but solely 
to create a personal disability because a 
man is engaged in a particular business. 


The evil results of sustaining such an 


attempt at legislation are clearly pointed 
out by the court. If the General Assem- 
bly may thus deprive oartain persons of 
substantial privileges enjoyed by the 
whole body of citizens, that body is in- 
vested with an arbitrary porwer never 
heretofore suspected, and capable of 
being used to destroy the liberty of the 
people. The General Assembly might, 
perhaps, find that the public welfare re- 
quired society to be divided into an in- 
definite number of classes, each enjoying 
or being denied certain particular privi- 
leges of holding or using property, ac- 
cording as favoritism or caprice might 
dictate. "The privilege of contracting 
is both a liberty and property right, 
and if A is denied the right to contract 
and acquire property in a manner which 
he has hitherto enjoyed under the law, 
and which B, O and 1) are still allowed 
by the law to enjoy, it is clear that he is 
deprived of both liberty and property to 
the extent that he is thus denied the 
right to contract." 


Tbe opinion of the jourt is intereeting 


and instructive, and serves to show 
clearly enough that there is a limit be- 
yond which the Legislature will not be 
suffered to go in trenching upon indi- 
vidual liberty. Legislators sometimes 
lose their temper when their attempts at 
law-making are brought to naught by 
the courts. They inveigh against the 
judges who over-ride the will of the peo- 
ple us expressed by their representatives, 
but they forget the people themselves 
aave in their constitutional conventions 
eet a bcund beyond which legislative 
recklessness cannon go, and have desig- 
nated the judges of tbe law to declare 
when that bound is overstepped.
